Mansfield 
Still Wants 
a Deadline

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen- 


ate Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield 
has 
renewed 
his 


campaign to have Congress de- 
clare a six-month deadline for 
U.S. military withdrawal from 
South Vietnam. He says he 
would be delighted if President 
Nixon beat him to it. 


Mansfield 
proposed 
an 


amendment to add his end-he- 
war legislation to a $21-billion 
bill authorizing funds for mis- 
siles, ships, warplanes and oth- 
er weaponry. 


He said if it is stymied this 


time—as it was once before—by 
deadlock and compromise be- 
tween 
the 
Senate 
and 
the 


House, he will propose it all 
over again. 


"Nothing would please 
me 


better than an announcement 
from the White House setting a 
time certain for withdrawal," 
Mansfield said as he introduced 
again the amendment which, 
with one variation, was ap- 
proved by the Senate June 22, 
only to die in the face of House 
opposition. 


The one change: the earlier 


version would have declared it 
U.S. 
policy that all American 


military forces be withdrawn 
from 
Indochina 
within nine 


months. Mansfield said he sub- 
tracted the three months since 
Senate approval of the meas- 
ure, resulting in a six-month 
deadline. 


The withdrawal timetable is 


subject to release of all Ameri- 
can prisoners of war held by 
the Communists in North Viet- 
nam or elsewhere. 


"Insofar as I am personally 


concerned," 
Mansfield 
said 


Monday, "the fate of these 
men, at this late date, is the 
only significant basis for this 
nation to remain any longer in 
Vietnam." 


Sen. John C. Stennis, D-Miss,, 


chairman of the Armed Serv- 
ices Committee and leader of 
the opposition to the amend- 
ment, has not said when he 
would be willing to have a vote. 


The earlier Mansfield meas- 


ure was adopted June 22 as an 
amendment to the draft exten- 
sion bill. It faced two votes, 
passing the first 57 to 42, and 
the second, 61 to 38. So, unless 
there is a major shift, Mans- 
field appears to have the votes 
to win again.

neath the tank, which was 97 
feet high and 50 feet in diame- 
ter. The tank fell into a pit 
which was to have been the 
foundation for another tank.

identified.

open, then crumpled ... it was 
a horrible mess."

One student and two police-

Po- 
lice arrested about 60 persons 
but released most of them, 
sources said. 


In Da Nang, where five po- 


licemen were wounded by gre- 
nades during a street protest 
Monday, more than 50 students 
and veterans launched a new 
demonstration which police dis- 
persed with tear gas.

grave of his first wife after 
services at 2 p.m. in Washing- 
ton Cathedral. 


Members of the House and 


the Senate as well as justices 
who shared part of Black's 34 
years on the nation's highest 
court were expected to attend 
the simple ceremonies. 


President Nixon ordered that 


all flags over the nation's Capi- 
tal be flown at half-mast until 
after the funeral. 


Black, who always carried a 


thumb-worn copy of the Con- 
stitution with him, believed the 
guarantees of the Bill of Rights 
applied to individuals just as 
they were written.

SAIGON (AP) - North Viet- 


namese troops staged a half- 
dozen assaults along the South 
Vietnam-Cambodia border to- 
day in the third day of an of- 
fensive which the Saigon com- 
mand said has taken more than 
400 casualties on both sides.

Saigon command for the three- 
day period claimed 230 North 
Vietnamese troops killed, more 
than half of them by U.S. and 
South Vietnamese air and artil- 
lery strikes. Saigon headquar- 
ters reported 27 of its troops 
killed and 173 wounded. 


Targets in the latest North 


Vietnamese rocket and mortar 
attacks included the U.S. fire 
support base Pace, and artil- 
lery position on the Cambodian 
border supporting South Viet- 
namese forces. The base was

with 
11 mortar 
shells, 


wounding five Americans, the 
U.S. command said. 


Enemy gunners also fired six 


50-pound rockets into the Tay 
Ninh West Base Camp, 55 miles 
northwest of Saigon. 


The camp is the

ern Cambodia.

South Vietnamese base camp in 
the Cambodian town of Krek, 
85 miles northwest of Saigon 
and seven miles across the bor- 
der, and three other positions 
on both sides of the border.

scribed as light, with 30 rounds 
of rocket fire the biggest. Infor- 
mants said 10 South Vietnam- 
ese soldiers were wounded in 
today'- she'lings. 


The aim of the North Viet- 


namese drive by elements of 
two divisions is to pierce the 
South 
Vietnamese 
defenses 


along the border with Cam- 
bodia, to open infiltration corri- 
dors and supply routes into the 
3rd Military Region and to cut 
Saigon's troops off from their 
own rear bases. 


The 3rd Military Region in- 


cludes Saigon and 11 surround- 
ing provinces. 


The enemy has concentrated 


his attacks along Highway 7, 
which runs through Krek, and 
along Route 22 on the South 
Vietnamese side of the border. 
Highway 22 is the only overland 
supply route to South Vietnam- 
ese forces at Krek.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


government protects chickens 
and catfish from food contain- 
ing more than a half part per 
million of DDT-like chemicals 
called PCBs. But people can 
eat chicken or catfish contain- 
ing 10 times as much before the 
government does anything. 


But then baby cereal and 


spaghetti dinners may not con- 
tain 
any 
more 
PCBs 
than 


chicken feed. 


Why? 
"We had to have some sort of 


action level," John T. Walden, 
press officer for the Food and 
Drug Administration, said Mon- 
day. 


Walden's explanation of the 


differing guidelines came after 
persistent, 
poisonous 
PCBs 


started the government anew 
on a trail that already led 
through chicken feed, chickens, 
turkeys and eggs. 


Now the FDA has found the 


chemical 
in some 
shredded 


wheat, spaghetti dinners, corn 
meal, mixed baby cereal, grits, 
noddle dinners and pancake 
mix. In one sample of shredded 
wheat the PCB concentration 
was 48 times the safety level 
set by federal guidelines. In 
other foods the concentration 
ranged from less than the fed- 
eral guideline to four times the 
level. 


The agency has seized none 


of the products. In the case of 
the shredded wheat, Walden ex- 
plained that the high concentra- 
tion was in only one sample 
and the FDA didn't find enough 
contaminated samples to justify 
seizure. 


The 
FDA 
said 
the con- 


tamination originated in con- 
tainers made 
from recycled 


cardboard. The recyclers ap- 
parently used a PCB-treated 
carbonless duplicating paper, 
Walden said. 


The FDA is sampling 15 prod- 


ucts packaged in such card- 
board.

Cardinal 
Mindszenty 
Now in Rome

Josef Cardikal Mindszenty of 
Hungary flew into Rome today. 


For the last 15 years the Ro- 


man Catholic primate of Hun- 
gary had been in solitary exile 
in the U.S. diplomatic mission 
at Budapest. He fled there in 
1956 after five days' freedom 
during the Hungarian uprising. 
The Communists in Hungary 
had sentenced him to life im- 
prisonment on charges of trea- 
son, tracing to his opposition to 
their takeover. 


The prelate, who is 79, ar- 


rived on a flight from Vienna. 


This evidently signaled the 


end of a long dispute between 
the Catholic Church and the 
Communist government of Hun- 
gary.

Black political leaders decided 
at super-secret talks last week- 
end to continue working on sev- 
eral 1972 election strategies be- 
fore committing themselves to 
any single one, several partici- 
pants revealed today. 


The 50 or so black elected of- 


ficials and political strategists 
who came from around the 
country to talk for 2M> days in 
rooms guarded by an armed se- 
curity force agreed to meet 
again in 30 to 60 days at a loca- 
tion not yet picked. They also 
decided to broaden dramatical- 
ly the number of people in- 
volved by calling regional 
meetings. 


Working under the name of 


the "National Assembly for a 
Black Political Strategy in '72," 
they set up five committees to 
raise money for future meet- 
ings, to decide where and when 
the meetings would be, and to 
draft more strategy papere for 
future discussions. 


They were asked not to dis- 


cuss publicly what they had 
talked about. But after being 
promised they would not be 
identified, a dozen who were 
there, some of whom disagreed 
with the request for silence, 
gave interviews that revealed 
the following: 


—Most of the discussion fo- 


cused on strategies to gain

NEW YORK (AP) - The vol- 


atile computer industry, with 
annual revenues of J12.5 billion, 
has been hit by another of its 
periodic shakeouts. 


RCA Corp. stunned the in- 


dustry on Sept. 17 by pulling 
out of the highly competitive 
general purpose computer mar- 
ket. 


Only a year earlier Robert 


W. Sarnoff, chairman of RCA, 
had challenged the industry gi- 
ant, International Business Ma- 
chines Corp., with a new line of 
big computers. 


With a year of dismal ex- 


perience behind it, RCA de- 
cided to withdraw rather than 
spend an additional $500 million 
in the next five years in an ef- 
fort to make its computer oper- 
ations profitable. RCA said it 
expected to write off a $250 mil- 
lion loss this year. 


Memorex 
Corp. 
of 
Santa 


Clara, Calif., a manufacturer of 
computer 
peripheral 
equip- 


ment, charged that RCA was a 
victim of IBM's "monopolistic 
position" in the industry. 


IBM has declined to reply, or 


to speculate publicly on the 
reasons for RCA's withdrawal 
or its long range impact on the 
computer industry. 


In another development, Hon- 


eywell Corp. said it was ex- 
panding its capacity to make 
large scale computers but said 
that this had nothing to do with 
RCA's withdrawal. 


RCA said it would continue to 


develop and make specialized 
communications 
systems for 


government and defense, com- 
munications networks and busi- 
ness. 


RCA employed about 10,000 


people in its computer division. 
Layoffs already have started at 
manufacturing 
facilities 
in 


Massachusets, Florida, Maine 
and New Jersey. 


RCA computers accounted for 


about 4 per cent of the total 
market and in 1970 produced 
about $225 million in revenues, 
7 per cent of the company's to- 
tal income.
